T was Marcus Tullius Cicero who said, about 
two thousand years ago, Nemo fere saltat 
sobrius, nisi forte .insanit,” which may be

I was 
amazed to see my girl handled by and handling 
young fellows with so much familiarity, and I 
could not have thought it had been my child. 
They very often made use of a most impudent 
and lascivious step called ‘setting to partners,’ 
which I know not how to describe to you but 
by telling you that it i the» ery reverse of

“At last an impudent young dog bid the fiddlers 
play a dance called Moll Patley,’ and, after hav- 
ing made two or three capers, ran to his part- 
ner, locked his arms in hers and whisked her 
round cleverly ahove ground in such a manner 
that I, who sat upon one of lowest benches, saw 
further above her shoe than I can think fit to 
acquaint you with. I could no longer endure 
these enormities; wherefore, just as my girl was 
going to be made a whirligig, I ran in, seized 
my child and carried her home.” 


From the Ballroom to Perditi, n. 
ROSSING the Atlantic and coming down to 
& comparatively recent times, I note’ that 
in 1895, when the waltz and the two-step 
were almost the only popular dances, the Rev.

A Teacher of the New Dances.“ 


ME. VERHOBVEN’S. views may be taken 
M as, representing’, the ‘opinion of the pro- 
fessional stage. dancer. toward an amuse- 
ment. which, after all, has, nothing to do with 
stage dancing. My next step was to seek out 
someone who could tell me how. the new dances 
appeared from the standpoint of a person engaged 
in the daily task of teaching them. Inquiries in 
the proper quarters directed me to the dancing 
academy of Oscar. Duryea, which I found to be a 
palatial establishment in the heart of the uptown 
residential district. He is considered one of the 
greatest dancing teachers in America. 
Duryea is a dapper little man, as neat as a new 
pin, with small hands and feet, in whose char- 
acter exGessive patience and excessive mildness 
are united with an amount of determination before 
which no extreme of youth; of age, of reluctance, 
of clumsiness or of stupidity can avail to save its 
possessor from becoming a dancer once ‘he has 
submitted himself to its influence. : 
For nearly a quarter of a century Duryea has 
been teaching New York society to dance, and 
having preserved during all these years.a fine 
enthusiasm for his profession, and having forti- 
fied it with much observation, study and reflec- 
tion, he entered at once into the spirit of my in- 
quiries. 

“So long as I can remember,” he said | with a 
reminiscent smile, “there has always been plenty 
of work for professional teachers of dancing. 
After all, people like to dance; we know that they 
always have enjoyed it, and unless human nature 
changes they always will. The new dances and 
the violent craze for them have had some inter- 
esting effects upon teaching. They have enabled 
a great many people who are not really teachers 
in the sense that they have studied the history, 
evolution and practice of dancing, but who can 
dance the new dances, to obtain great numbers of 


pupils.

ANTLMONOPOLY LEGISLATION, 

The measure outlined as embracing the anti- 
monopoly legislation which President Wilson 
wants covers one of the vital points in the task 
of eliminating monopoly, It makes guilt per- 
sonal. Not only corporations, but individuals 
responsible for corporate acts are to be punished 
under the new law. 

Another strong point is the provision for in- 
junctions and damage suits. Any citizen injured 
by monopolistic practices, as well as the Gov- 
ernment, may seek an injunction; and any in- 
dividual who has suffered loss through monopo- 


Justice practices may bring suit for damages. 


These are logical measures. Monopoly is no 
longer to be privileged to destroy, oppress and 
plunder without redress on the part of the suf- 
ferers. } 

For the rest, the proposed legislation is sweep- 
ing in its prohibition of interlocking directorates, 
price-fixing and improper relationships between 
corporations and individuals. The question of 
the right of wholesalers and manufacturers to 
fix the retail prices of articles is settled by a pro- 
hibition. The Sherman act is to be more clearly 
defined. | 

The adoption of effective anti-monopoly legis- 
lation is the next great step towards that New 
Freedom the President has pledged himself and 
his party to obtain for business. Its accomplish- 
ment is one of the principal promises of the 
party, which must be carried out if faith with 
the people is to be kept. 
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GOV. MAJOR ON THE BENOH. 

The oratorical centest of students of the col 
leges of Kansas, at which Gov. Major is to be a 
judge, ought to be a thing of joy. What starry 
heights will these young men scale, to win the 
approval of the man from Pike County; what 
glorious alchemy of metaphor and tintinnabula- 
tion of phrase shall delight! 

Seated upon the forum’s throne, as it were, 
the judicial ermine about his shoulders, the 
Governor, as he doubtless would describe the 
sensation, will float upon the tide of eloquence, 
threading with eagle eye the tortuous paths of 
reasoning, holding out the victor’s palm with 
one hand and inhaling the exotic perfumes of 
intellectual pleasure with the other. 
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LIGHT ON CHICAGO DIVORCES. 
Chicago has long been recognized as the center 
of the American divorce industry. All existing 
records were made there. The divorce won in 
shortest time, the lady most often divorced; the 
highest ratio of divorces to marriages, the young- 
est divorcee and the oldest-—ell these are Chi- 
cago’s. 

Until very lately the Chicago courts have been 
too busy trying divorce cases to compile enlight- 
ening statistics on the industry. This work has 
been undertaken by the new Court of Domestic 
Relations. The first set of figures given out deals 
with causes of divorce in Chicago, during the year 
1913. 

We learn that drunkenness is responsible for 46 
per cent of them; immorality of husbands for 12 
per cent and of wives for only 2 per cent; ill- 
temper of husbands for 8 per cent and of wives 
for 3 per cent; “interfering mothers-in-law” for 6 
per cent, immaturity for 4 per cent, laziness for 
3 per cent, sickness for 1 per cent, and “other 
causes,” presumably including convictions of 
crime, desertions, etc., 14 per cent. 

This disposes of the mother-in-law joke, it gives 
us a correct line on the morals of Chicago men, 
and it warns the Illinois liquor interests that they 
must minimize rather than encourage drunken- 
ness. ‘It should stimulate not only temperance 
workers, but social workers, because back of in- 
temperance are social, moral and industrial condi- 
tions which drive men to drink. 
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HOW THE STATE CAN HELP. 
The State of Texas, forbidden by its constitu- 


tion to appropriate money to relieve -sufferers 


from the floods which swept the Brazos aud Col- 
orado valleys, can help them, as it helped the 
Galveston flood losers, by remitting State taxes 
in the flooded counties for a year or two. 

County Judge Munson of Brazoria County sug- 
gests that State taxes be remitted on condition 
that the money so saved to the counties be by 
them expended in replacing washed-out bridges 
and roads, to restore communication between the 
market towns and the farms. 

Here is an opportunity for Gov. Colquitt. If 
he will recommend this action to the Legislature, 
it will undoubtedly be taken. 
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Dr. Eliot says:

THE MARKETING PROBLEM. 

It appears from the latest report of the De 
partment of Agriculture that high cost of living 
in cities is strictly a marketing problem. Ana. 
as the produce from the farms ultimate), 
reaches the tables of the consumers, in one 
shape or another, it is a “Farm to Table” prob- 
lem that must be solved. 

Between the farm and the table stands - an 
army of middlemen who, according to the De- 
partment of Agriculture, are able to deduct from 
the producers’ profit a tax of from 5 to 500 per 
cent. The result of this tax is that the pro- 
ducer gets less than he is justly entitled to for

All these products 
mean a very large increase in the cash return, 
per acre, over the present average. 

The Farmers’ Unions and Equity Societies will 
do well to educate their members in the new 
methods of marketing, through advertising in 
metropolitan papers which appeal directly to the 
consumers. Carried to success; this would wipe 
out every farm mortgage in the land and add 
enormously to the prosperity of the cities.

MUCH WORK YET TO BE DONE. 

Esteemed contemporaries which are calling on 
Congress to adjourn, now that it has enacted

The Pittsburg Gazette-Times calls the inter- 
esting profit-sharing plan at the Ford automobile 
works a “demoralizing scheme.” 

An annual surplus of millions indicates, in its 
view, too high a range of prices for motor ve 
hicles. When prices come down and necessity 
demands retrenchment, it predicts a dangerous 
discontent among employes who have “once tast- 
ed the sweets of income beyond their earnings.” 
It is greatly concerned about the influence on 
discipline and quality of service in other Detroit 
automobile factories, where a $5 minimum wage 
is impractical, and about the sentimental and 
moral effects on craftsmen generally.

J do not say for a moment that 
this is not a good thing for the 
grown-ups. As a matter of fact, it 
is an excellent thing from the 
physical standpoint.

Well, I think 
that in its extreme forms and in its 
public exhibitions it may very likely 
give place to some other fad, but so far 
as it is an exercise or accomplishment 
enjoyed by cultivated people, it seems 
to me that it will be long before we see 
the last of it. 

“As to the moral aspect of the new 
dances? Oh, as for that, I do not think 
that anything has altered or can alter 
the fact that it is always the woman 
who sets the ‘tone in regard to the 
manners she exacts from the opposite 
Sex. 

The fact is that there is something 
exhilarating, I might say intoxicating, 
in the rhythm of the one-step, and, of 
course, some men will welcome any ex- 
cuse for snuggling up against an at- 
tractive partner. So far as the women 
are concerned, I can only speak from 
my own experience, and that is that 
practically every woman who comes to 
me says: ‘Oh, Mrs. Cady, I’m so glad 
you don’t hold me so tight; it isn’t nec- 
essary, is it?“ 


No Need of Hugging. 

„There is nothing in the idea that 
you can’t do the modern dances, espe- 
cially the one-step, without a very tight 
hold of your partner. It is not so. It 
is true that you have to have a hold 
closer than that in the waltz, but noth- 
ing extreme. In my own teaching I 
make it my ideal that people should 
dance well enough to be able to get 
along without clutching their partners 
as though they were drowning. It is 
only the poor dancer who needs to grasp 
his partner for support. 

“Although there may have been at 
first some reluctance on the part of 
people in good society to take up the 
new dances—a disinclination due prob- 
ably to the exaggerated way in which 
the dances were given by public per- 
formers—this feeling has been entirely 
overcome, and today society people. at 
every age, from children to elderly 
people, are dancing the one-step and

The road, 107 miles long. wae’ pur- 
chased in January, 1913, by J. H. Byrd 
of St. Louis, acting as agent for the 
Frisco The legal department of the 


Frisco has taken the position that the 
Frisco never actually acquired the prop- 
erty, and it is understood that the Fris- 
co will refuse to pay the interest on the 
bonds, principally held by Louis Houck 
of e Nene builder of the road. 

Inves tion by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter shows that the Frisco entered 
into à contract with the Cape Girar- 
deau & Northern Railroad Co., Feb. 1, 
1913, to guarantee its bonds to the ex- 
tent of $2,500,000. This contract stated 
that the Frisco had acquired all the 
stock of the company with the exception 
of directors’ shares. 

Suit Is Probable. 

It is understood that the present po- 
sition of the Frisco is that the minutes 
of the company fail to show that the 
property was purchased. It is probable 
that the bendholders, if the Frisco 
should refuse to live up to its guaran- 
tee of interest on the bonds, will file 


suit to force the company to accept and | 


operate the railroad, or at least to as- 
sume liability under the bonds. 

Judge Evans, counsel for the Frisco, 
told the reporter than the Frisco never 
had acquired the property and never had 
‘accepted it. 

J. H. Byrd, who was elected president ) 
of the company, said that the road had 
been delivered to the Frisco, and that 
he was merely acting as preSident of 
the road under an agreement with the 
Frisco. The Cape Girardeau & Northern 
Railroad Co., with an authorized cap- 
tal stock of $2,500,000, was organized 
Jan. 10, 1913, to take over four short 


The articles of incorporation are said 
to have been prepared by the legal de- 
partment of the Frisco. The deeds, by 
which the four Houck companies con- 
veyed, the railroad lines to the Cape 
Girardeau & Northern, are also said to 
have been prepared in the Frisco offices. 
Winchell Signed Contract. 

The contract to guarantee’ the 
bonds was signed by B. F. Winchell 
as president of the Frisco and F. H. 
Hamilton’ as secretary. The deeds 
conveying the Houck roads to the 
Cape Girardeau & Northern were filed 
in. the office of the Secretary of State. 

At different times Houck, who has 
threaded southwest Missouri with 
lines of railroad, built the four short 
lines that were .consolidated into the 
Cape Girardeau & Northern. One of 
these lines was the Cape Girardeau 
& Thebes Bridge Terminal Railroad, 
and the others were the Cape Girar- 
deau & Chester, the Chester, Perry- 
ville & Ste. Genevieve and the Saline 
Valley lines. 

The Cape Girardeau & Northern 
parallels the Frisco lines from the 
Thebes bridge to Perryville junction 
near Chester. The four lines consti- 
tuting the road are said *o have cost 
Houck $1,500,000 in cash to build. 

When he sold them to Byrd as 
agent for the Frisco, he accepted in 
payment $1,025,000 in bonds of the 
Cape Girardeau & Northern. The 
total amount of bonds issued. was 
The $475,000 of bonds 
which Houck did not receive were set 
aside for betterments. 

Persons familiar with the property 
of the Cape Girardeau & Northern 
Co. say that the Frisco got a bargain 
in the road, and that in this deal 
Frisco officers made no profits on 
the side for themselves.

Read Making Expenses. 

The road furnishes the Frisco di- 
rect access from Cape Girardeau to 
the Thebes bridge. It passes through 
Cape Girardeau, Jackson and Perry. 
Ville and connects again with the 
main line of the Frisco at Perryville 
Junction, a few miles south of St. 
Mary 

From Perryville a line runs up the 
Saline valley in Ste. Genevieve Coun- 
ty, terminating at Farmington, near 
the center of the lead belt of South- 
east Missouri. 

The Cape Girardeau: & Northern Rail- 
road Co. is now operating the railroad, 
which is said to be breaking about even. 
The bondholders of the road are said to 
be waiting for the Frisco to show its 
hand officially before taking any steps 
to enforce the provisions of the con- 
tract, under which the bonds were guar- 
anteed. The bonds on their face con- 
tain a statement to the effect that their 
payment as to both principal and inter. 
est is guaranteed by the Frisco. 

The Cape Girardeau & Northern was 
one of the last of the railroads to be ac- 
quired by the Friaco before it went into 
the hands of receivers. The New Iberia 
& Northern, in Louisiana, was paid for 
in notes by the Frisco after the Cape 
Girardeau & Northern had deen ac- 
quired, but the Louisiana road was con-

EXCITING DAY IN COURT 


“You Can't Police the State for 
the Railways, State Offi- 
cial Tells Court.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 10.—Judge 


Smith McPherson in the Federal Court 
late today enjoined John T. Barker, 
Attorney-General of Missouri, from pro- 
ceeding in State courts with suits for 
$24,000,000 overcharges against Missouri 
railroads, and took the Missouri rail- 
road rate cases under further advise“ 
I tor three weeks. 

The overcharges, the State contends, 
were made during the life of the Fed - 
eral Court injunctions preventing en- 
forcement of the Missouri maximum 
freight and two-cent passenger fare 
laws. The United States Supreme Cours 
last summer held the laws constitutional 
and ordered Judge McPherson to dis- 


|solve the injunctions preventing their 
enforcement. 
Barker Arraigns Judge to Face. 

Judge McPherson’s action followed an 
exciting day in court, during which Bar- 
ker demanded that the Judge dismiss 
the injunctions without further delay. 
Barker made a vitriolic attack upon 
Judge McPherson, shouting in the midst 
of it: 

“You cannot continue to police this 
State for the raijroads.” 

Judge McPherson listened to the at- 
tack in silence. At the end of it he 
said: 

“In my 18% years on the Federal 
bench I have never been influenced by 
anyone or anything except my con- 
science. ‘While I would like the good 
opinion of all men, I prefer the opinion 
of my own conscience. I shall not be 
‘swerved from the dictates of my con- 
iscience by any bouquets or by any 
| brickbats.” 

Attorney-General Barker said aft- 
er court he would return to Jefferson 
City and study the situation. He 
declared he did not know whether 
Judge McPherson’s injunction was 
binding upon him. He said he would 
announce his next move at Jefferson 
City Monday. 

Judge Suspended His Decree, 

Following the mandate of the Un- 
ited States Supreme Court, which 
ordered the injunctions against the 
enforcement of the 2-cent fare and 
maximum freight laws dismissed, 
Judge McPherson, Dec. 20, last,/ made 
an order dismissing the cases, but 
later in the day suspended it until 
today at the request of railway at- 
torneys, who asked that the Judge 
amend the decreé, by inserting a pro- 
vision retaining jurisdiction of suits 
for overcharges. 

Between the time the decision was 
read and the time the Judge sus- 
pended it, Attorney-General Barker 
filed one suit in the State courts for 
the overcharges, and proceeded with 
other cases after the suspension. 

When the injunction suits were car- 
ried to the United States Supreme 
Court the railroads put up bonds of 
$10,000 each to cover their “liabil- 
ities.” They now want this $10,000 to 
cover excess charges collected during 
the life of the injunctions. The State 
contends, under the decree of the 
United States Supreme Court, it has 
ithe right to sue the roads for the 
sums collected in overcharges, said 
to exceed $24,000,000. 


The attack of Barker upon Judge 
McPherson followed the filing. of a 
“supplemental bill” in the case by 
the railroad lawyers today in which 
they asked Judge McPherson to en- 
join the Attorney-General from pros- 
ecuting the suits he had brought 
to collect overcharges. 

After Frank Hagerman, cotunse: 
for the railroads, had presented rea- 
sons why the injunction should be 
granted, Judge McPherson turned to 
Barker and asked him: “What has 
the Attorney*General to say?’ 

“When a Judge dissolves an in- 
junction, I always supposed that ths 
injunction was dissolved,” said fhe 
Attorney-General. “But maybe I am 
not as familiar with Federal court 
practice as some of the railrol Plaw- 
vers here.”

The railroad lawyers at the morning 
session had left the courtroom without 
requesting that Judge McPherson's de- 
cree be held up until they could file mo- 
tions. Judge McPherson had declared 
that he could do nothing but follow lit- 
efally the mandate of the Supreme 
Court and dismiss the injunctions with- 
out prejudice. The railroads had asked 
that a stipulation be put into the de- 
cree that all suits for overcharges be 
brought in the Federal Court and that 
liability of the railroads be limited to 
the $10,000 bonds they had put up at 
the issuance of the injunctions, 

At the afternoon session, however, 
Frank Hagerman, attorney for the rail- 
roads, presented a new motion asking 
Judge McPherson to do the thing he 
had decided in the morning he could 
not do—insert provisions retaining juris- 
diction of the claims for overcharges. 

Judge McPherson then suspended this 
morning decree and the railroad coun- 
sel held that this action prevented the 
State frem suing for overcharges, but 
Attorney-General Barker continued to 
file claims for 324.

Last Stronghold of Federals in 
Northern Mexico Falls Into. 
Rebels’ Hands. 


—— 
By Associated Press. 

PRESIDIO, Tex., Jan. 10—The Mexican 
Federal army, with its nine generals, 
evacuated Ojinaga, Mexico, at 10 o’ clock 
tenight. The triumphant rebel forces, 
urder Gen. Francisco Villa, immediately 
occupied the village. 

Gen. Salvador Mercado, who was 
Huerta’s chief military commander in 
the north of Mexico, crossed the river 


and surrendered to Maj. McNamee of 


the United States army. It was impos- 
sible for Maj. McNamee to learn what 
had become of the Federals, whether 
the bulk of them had taken refuge on 
this side or whether they scattered ti 
points in Mexico. The country about 
Ojinaga is mostly desert, with little to 
sustain life. 

Gen. Francisco Castro later crossed 
and placed himself under protection of 
United States troops. He was followed 
by several of the subordinate Generals. 


Ojinaga Last Stronghold.“ 
Ojinaga was the last stronghold of 


Provisional President Huerta in the 
North. It became the headquarters of 
the remnant of his Northern soldiers 
after they evacuated Chihuahua City. 

The defeat of the Federal army fol- 
lowed only a few hours’ fighting, in 
which the rebels, beginning at sundown 
started to close in on the besieged gar- 
rison with a terrific fire from cannon 
and rifles, 

Gen. Castro and Gen. Mercado, of the 
Federal regulars saw that the asasult 
was to be nothing less than a massacre 
The Federals had left only 50 rounds 
of ammunition for each man. Gens. 
Castro and Mercado therefore gave the 
order to flee. All the Federal soldiers 
and their officers who could scramble 


ito the American side did 38. 


The others ran in all directions. Gen: 


Pascual Orozco, commander of Federal 


volunteers, threatened with summary 
execution by Villa, was the first to 
cross. It was believed he escaped into 
the mountains in Texas. 

At about 9 o’clock, when the fighting 
had been in progress about five hours, 
seven wagon loads of documents belong- 
ing to the Huerta govemment came over 
and were captured by the United States 
border patrol. 

Maj. McNamee, commanding the 
United- States patrol, immediately or- 
dered out all cavalrymen to meet an 
emergency. Women, children and 
wounded soldiers had been crossing in 
numbers. 

 Ceuntry Mostly Desert. 

For five hours the sharp rebel fire 
tad been drawing closer to the Federal 
entrenchments. The whole scene was 


bethed in a moonlight, partly obscured | 


by dust and powder smoke, 

The country around Ojinaga is mostly 
desert, with little vegetation. Without 
food, the impoverished Federals would 
be unable to proceed any great dis- 
tance. 

Among the Federals were Gens. Cas- 
tro, Mercado, Orozco, Manuel Landa, 
Ynez Salazar, Antonio Rojas, Blas Or- 
plinal, Lozaro Alavis and Roque Gomez. 
Some of them were men upon whom 
Huerta depended to maintain his miii- 
tary power in the North. 

Defeat of the Federal Army at this 
point leaves the rebels in possession of 
virtually, all the North of Mexico. 

Mercado, Castro and Landa were the 
only remaining regular commanders of 
the Federal forces. The others com- 
manded volunteers and had been threat- 
ened with death by Villa should they be 
captured, 

Mercedo had said he never would give 
up unless his men ran short of ammu- 
nition. He kept his word. For six 
days ending last Sunday he had fought 
pluckily against odds. The rebels fired 
more than 1,000,000 rounds into the Fed- 
eral trenches without avail. It was not 
until Villa, now the military head of 
the revolution, but once a bandit ap- 
peared on the scene that the reveres 
came for the Federals. 

Gen. Villa arrived near Ojinaga a few 
days ago. His presence, together with 
the coincidence that the Federals had 
only 50 rounds of ammunition left for 
each man, seemed to take from the 
Federal generais their last hope. 

Gen. Mercado Asks Asylum. 

None of the weird scenes in the moon- 
light while the horde of rebels was 
pouring into Ojinaga and the Federals 
were rushing away in disorder was 
more pathetic than that of Gen. Mer 
cado, an eld campaigner, who appeared 
at the river bank and informed and or- 
derly of the United States army that 
bo wished asylum in a foreign country. 

In the little adobe village on the Mex- 
ican sidé at midnight there reigned 
among the victorious forces a scene of 
merriment. Fires were dulflt, such mu- 
sic as could be improvised was heard 
and crowds of the rebel soldiers, still 
grimy with the smoke of battle, sur 
rounded Gen. Villa. : 

Just before sundown, led by Gen. Villa, 
the rebel army, advancing from the 
southeast and west, drove back the Fed- 
eral outposts, capturing 80 of them, and 
opened a heavy rifle fire on the Federal 
trenches, backed By shrapnel from the 
rebel field guns. 

Gen. Villa, advancing from the south, 
had with him only 1000 men, while Gens, 
Herrera and Hernandez led 1200 from 
the west from a base at the village of 
San Juan. The main body of rebels, 
comprising about 3800 men, advanced 
along the river road from the east.

Crazy Ford” They Called Hi 
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Now He's to Give Away Millions 


Auto King Poor Tw. 


Automobile Manufacturer, 
Who Has Announced 
Profit-Sharing Plan, Was 
Aided in Starting Factory 
by Another Poor, but 


Thrifty Man, Who Now 
Also Is Millionaire. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich. Jan. 10. —Only a 


dosen years ago Henry Ford ran a 
bicycle repair shop in Detroit and he 
dia most of the repairing himself. So 
he knows what he is up to when he 
elects to share the profits of his im- 
mense manufacturing establishment 
among the employes, who have only 
their brawn and muscle to depend upon. 
He knows from experience whether or 
not financial aid to an honest, loyal 
workingman will tend to pauperize him, 
as Andrew Carnegie has said it would. 

But the bicycle repair shop was only 
an incident in Ford’s early struggles. 
Before that he was chief engineer for 
the Edison lighting plant here. He re- 
signed to experiment with motor inven- 
tions and opened a shop. The bicycle 
répairing was done to furnish bread: 
and butter while the invention work 
was going on. His idea that gasoline 


horses was regarded as so ridiculous by 
his acquaintances that they dubbed him 
“Crazy Ford.” He demonstrated pres- 
ently that he was not crazy. 

Ford’s Lucky Lawyers. 

Ford took one of his horseless dar. | 
riages out on the ice of Lake St. Clair 
one winter and ran a mile a minute. 
Then he organized a company to build 
such things, which was a harder task 
than inventing the machine. Few per- 
sons wanted to put money into such a 
“wild’’ venture. He had none to invest 
himself, and he insisted upon retaining 
a majority of the stock to represent his 
Patents. He needed a lawyer to draw up 
the incorporation papers and other legal 
documents. 

He asked Rackham Brothers, law- 
yers, with not very wide practice then, 
to draw up the papers and offered to 
pay them in stock. They preferred $200 
cash. Ford did not have that much to 
Spare, so they regretfully accepted the 
steck and for a time forgot it. Last 
year they drew $2,000,000 in dividends. 

The company began business June 3, 
1903, with $100,000 capital. Fight years 
later it opened negotiations with one of 
the biggest banks in Louisville to car- 
ry the Louisville balance of the com- 
pany, a branch having been opened 
there. The president of the bank had 
never heard of the Ford motor. He 
sent a printed form to be filled out as 
to the company’s standing. One of the 
printed questions asked how much cash 
the company carried. The answer was 
“Six times as much as you do.“ 

Public opinion of Henry Ford in his 
home city is pretty well expressed in s 
remark made by Dr. Robert J. Bas- 
kerville of the Michigan National 
Guard, who is such a “dead ringer’ 
for Ford that he has had to fend off 
hundreds of congratulatory handshakes 
intended for Ford. 

He's the Same Henry Ford. 

“The reason I feel most honored by 
being Henry Ford’s double,” Dr. Bas- 
kerville said, is because he is exactly 
the same Henry Ford he was when he 
kept a bicycle repair shop. Success has 
not turned his head a bit.” : 

Hundreds of stories are told of Ford’s 
democratic ways. Probably nine-tenths 
of them are true. One of the best 
proofs that his recent announcement of 
profit-sharing with his employes was a 
move of the heart and not a business 
play of deep intent was an incident of 
a year or so ago. It was reported to 
him that certain automobile parts were 
being stolen from the factory daily. He 
had a watch put on the department. A 
young employe was detected in the 
thefts. 

The watcher followed him to where he 
sold the goods, then to the office of 
a loan shark, saw him pay the money 
and a large part of his salary besides 
to the shark, and then reported to 
Ford. 

Ford called for his car. Soon he was 
in the loan shark's office. He paid the 


receipt, returned to the plant and had 
the erring employe sent to his offica. 
Ford handed the receipt to the employe 
and told him he had cleaned the slate 
for him that he might make a new 
start and follow the right path. 
Tour job is safe.” he concluded. 
“Just return to your work and try 20 
lve right. Ne one ever shall know 
anything about it.” 

The young man was in tears when he 
left Ford’s office and Ford was happy. 
Ford’s Philosophy of Life. 

Ford once told a magazine writer 
who interviewed htm that his chief aim 
in the motoring world was to make it 
possible for the everyday man to own 
a motor car. 

“Every time I see a Ford car going 
along a street it gratifies my personal 
pleasure,“ he said. “I made it possible 
for that party to ride in his automobile 
and want to, make it possible for every- 
body to ride in one. It will mean that 
much more pleasure for me. It's just

Story of James Couzens, 

The human and personal story behind 
the profit-sharing plan of the Ford Mo- 
tor Co., by which $10,000,000 will be dis- 
tributed among the 20,000 employes dur- 
ing .1914, above their regulars wages, is 
part of the life of James Couzens, sec- 
retary and treasurer of the company. 

JameseCouzens, in the prime of life. 
but hard-headed, determined, a man cf 
energy and action, sat in his luxurious 
office in the Ford Motor Co. plant on a 
day when the “slacking up season“ com- 
pelied the firm to lay off thousands of 
employes. He watched these men move 
away from the shops toward the city. 
“That is wrong!” he exclaimed, turn- 
ing to a friend. “There is something 
wrong when these thousands of men 
can depend on the Ford Motor Co. for 
their livelihood for months and then be 
turned out at the beginning of winter.“ 

A few days after the “laying off a 
friend asked him: “Say, Couzens, why 
did you cut down tne price of the Ford 
car? Why not give that money to the 
men instead? You can’t supply the de- 
mand for cars even at present prices. 
Why not let those who waht the cars 
pay for them and let the men have the 
difference?” 

Couzens rose up at once in opposition, 
but he studied over the problem, seeking 
a practical solution. 

‘Couzens began life as a railroader at 
$15 a month. Then he was employed in 
a coal yard. In both jobs he saved 
money, not very much, but so much 
that when Ford needed money and could 
not get it he took a chance and bought 
stock in Ford's company. 


The following expressions are in 
response to queries sent by the Post- 
Dispatch for opinions on the effect 
of the $10,000,000 profit-sharing dis- 
tribution by Henry Ford to his em- 
ployes: 


“Right to Minimum Wage Is 
Right to Live.” 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10. —Ethelbert 
Stewart, chief statistician of the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Labor, praises the profit-shar 
ing plan of Henry Ford, but does not 
believe that all industries could accept a 
minimum Wage of $5 a day. 

“Profit sharing.“ he said, makes for 
mutual confidence and good will. No 
principle could be introduced into an 
industry which would go further to se- 
cure a minimum of waste either in ma- 
terials, labor or time. 

“The principle of a minimum wage 
is sound. The right to a mini- 
mum wage is the right to live. Its level 
ls expressed by the terms ruling rato,’ 
‘customary wager,’ eto. 

“Neither profit sharing nor à high 
minimum wage, nor both of them, even 
if universal, would entirely de away 
with the necessity for old-age pensions, 
but they would reduce the number ef 
such pensioners to the natural mini- 
mum.“ 


“Attitude Fair,” Says Gompers. 

The attitude of Henry Ford teward 
organized labor and toward his em- 
ployes has always been fairer than usv- 
ally obtains in the automobile estab. 
lishments of the United States. The new 
plan inaugurated by the company wil 
demonstrate its justice as well as ts 
economic success, and will give an im- 
petus to the workers in the autemo- 
bile industry to endeavor to secure high. 
er wages, better conditions and an eight- 
hour work day. In the meantime, one of 
the great advantages which will ac- 
crue to the Ford establishment will be 
to attract to it the best men the trades 
afford. 

I ean see no reason for Mr. Ford's 
plan proving an obstacle to old age 
pensions, and it is certainly much pref- 
erable to the plan of the United States 
Steel Corporation in making a part of 
its employes shareholders. The Ford 
general plan will tend to benefit and not 
demoralize industry, either in the auto- 
mobile or other trades. 

The organized labor movement has ne 
criticism to make, but welcomes the 
Payment of the highest possible wages, 
the establishment of a normal work 
day and the introduction of the very 
best possible conditions for the work- 
ing people, It is an historic fact that 
the best paid and conditioned workers

HIS was hard work for the boy,

tached to a car used to convey coal 
to bottom of shaft. For this he re- 
ceived 86 shillings per week (about 
$9), and it was easier work than he 
had been accustomed to. He followed 
this for 18 months. It was while 
holding the last job that Roberts de- 
veloped as a Rugby football player 
on the local team. At the same time 
he acquired a knowledge of boxing 
by sparring with local an¢ visiting pu- 
gilists while they were training. 
Roberts has no boxing record, ex- 
cept that gained since he has been in 
St. Louis, still he has boxed more men 
and had harder fights thah many 
boxers whose records appear in the 
sporting annuals.

The perplexing problem is to make & 
selection of operas named which, first, 
shall contain the surest promise of mu- 
sical and dramatic satisfaction; which, 
second, shall comprise, say, two novel- 
ties; which, third, shall include the new 
stars in at least one St. Louis appear- 
ance; which, fourth, shall constitute a 
competent representation of Italian, Ger- 
man and French genius in operatic com- 
position, and which, fifth, shall enable 
the Odeon audiences to hear as many 
as possible of the Philadelphia-Chicago 
company's most distinguished principals. 

Here, for example, is a typical reper- 
toire for the St. Louis season, arranged 
with the above requirements in mind, 
tut not presented with the claim of be- 
ing the best selection that can be made 
from the material available: 

Verdi's Rigoletto, Italian. The ex- 
ceptional advantgges enjoyed by this 
‘choice are that both Titta Ruffo and 
Maggie Teyte are in its cast; that Ruffo 
is famous for his dramatic and vocal 
achievement in the title role, and that 
the opera itself contains an unimpeach- 
able guarantee of satisfaction in the field 
of music-drama. 

Wagner's Parsifal.“ German, with 
Olive Fremstad heading a cast that in- 
cludes Clarence Whitehill, Allen’ Hinck- 
ley, Otto Morak, Hector Dufranne, Ar- 
mand Crabbe, Henri Scott, Venturini and 
Mabel Riegelman. This great semi-re- 
ligious work, presented by such a cast, 
would be of the utmost distinction and 
of peculiar timeliness as an Taster 
Week offering of reverential beauty. In 
the event, however, that its length and 
occasional heaviness diminish its appeal 
to the average lover of opera, ar? as- 
sured delight would be found in a se- 
lection, instead, of Lohengrin,“ with 
Olive Fremstad, Otto Morak, Clarence 
Whitehill and Henri Scott as the prin- 
cipal singers. 

Debussy’s Pelleas et Melisande.”

“While not as dramatically fervent as 
his Pagliacci which followed, ‘Zingarr 
has an interesting and mélodious score, 
full of the plaintive melodies of the 
gypsies of Southeastern Europe, and 
though merely suggesting the Hungarian 
there is atmosphere and 
chafacter in the concerted passages, in 
those for chorus and in the dance num- 
bers. It is, however, at its best in 


the sweeping Italian melodfes which are 


allotted to its two principal male char- 
acters, Radu and Tamara. Carolina 
White, as Fleana, was ill at ease dur- 
ing the entire performance. §he sang 
the role despite an incipient attack of 
apperidicitis and, after the first act, 
almost reeled into Bassi’s arms as the 
curtain descended and did not respond 
to the numerous curtain calls. She 
rallied immediately, however, ad con- 
tinued through the opera, sharing in 
the applause at its conclusion. It was 
a great exhibition of, American pluck.’’ 

It is safe to helieve; therefore, that 
this new Leoncavallo opera is wel! 
worth the hearing and that Carolina 
White, in the prima donna soprano 
role, will give an excellent account of 
herself. 0 


As is the case I daresay, with 
countless other  opera-enthusiasts, 
there are so many offerings in the 
committee’s list which I should like 
to hear that my heart aches at 
thought of the scanty four per 
formances that must needs content 
St. Louis audiences. 

To mention only a few of these, 
and considering the “novelties” first, 
I should greatly relish an Odeon pre- 
sentation of Massenet’s quaintly fan- 
tastic Don Quichotte,“ based on the 
immortal Cervantes’ satirical romance 
that laughed the age of chivalry and 
knight-errantry to its death. Here. 
too, would be arrayed a brilliant 
cast of exponents of French opera, 
the promised principals of the pro- 
duction being Mary Garden, Hector 
Dufranne, Edmond Warnery, Con- 
stantin Nicolay and Frantesco Daddi. 
Also am 1 fervently desirous of 
hearing Fevrier’s “Monna Vanna,’ 
presenting in music-drama form the 
profoundly moving story told im the 
Maeterlinck play of similar name, in 
which St. Louis playgoers saw Bertha 
Kalich several years ago, and in the 
operatic version of which Mary 
Garden and Hector Dufranne have the 
leading roles. I do not feel an es- 
pecial inclination towards Fran- 
chetti’s “Cristoforo Colombo,” even 
though Titta Ruffo heads its cast, 
with Amadeo Bassi, Henri Scott and 
Gustave Huberdeau named among its 
other principals, this opera having 
made no very deep impression on the 
world’s mind during the several sea- 
sons of its presentation thus far. I 
am, however, eagerly curious to hear 
Kienzl’s “Le Ranz des Vaches,” re- 
lating a picturesque story of the Swiss 
Guard in Paris during the Freach 
Revolution, its hero sentenced 
death for sirfwing a native ballad 
telling of “the return of the cows,” 
forbidden because it filled the Swiss 
soldiery with homesickness and 
caused them to desert the French col- 
ors.

BARITONE RUFFO 


REFUSES 10. SING 
IN NEW YORK GITY 


Cancels Manhattan 3 House 
Engagement Because Metro- 
politan Is Closed to Him. 


Titta Ruffo, resenting. the action of 
the Metropolitan Opera House manage- 
ment in closing the doors of that estab- 
lishment against him, this past week 
réfused point-blank te sing at the Man- 
hattan Opera House in New York and 
compelled the canceling of an engage- 
ment which Cleofoxtte Campanini had 
made to that effect. 

The Metropolitan management's hos- 
tility to Ruffo is not based on artistic 
grounds, but is due to the alleged fact 
that Campanini, as manager of the Chi- 
cago-Philadelphia Opera Company, in 
engaging him to sing with the latter 
organization at a price of $2000 for each 
appearance, viglated a gentleman's 
agfeement” e the Metropolitan, 
the Boston and the Chicago-Philadel- 
phla managements not to engage any 
‘singer, with the exception of Caruso, 
at a salary exceeding $1000 per night. 

The famous baritone was further pro- 
voked to this past week’s action by the 
fact that his Manhattan engagement 
was for matinee appearances only, the 
Manhattan stage being given over to 
dramatic performances at. night, and 
he felt that such appearances would be 
humiliating to him, espemally with the 
Metropolitan opera season under full 
neadway and its principals being pre- 
sented to so much greater advantage. in 
the dignity proper to operatic stars of 
the first magnitudé.

Free to Keep Farmer From 
Urging Sales.

The cotton market shows some re- 
sistance to bear pressure around the 
present levels. The situation is not al- 
together clear, however, and there is 
much to be said on both sides. In 
favor of the market is tha fact that 
the farmer received good prices for his 
cotton, also that cotton was marketed 
freely during the early part of the 
season and the farmer is in a position 
to resist pressure so far as the little 
he has left is concerned. 

For the most part, cotton is in sec- 
ond hands, more or less strong, and 
the money situation is such as to re- 
assure lenders to the extent that they 
are not likely to press the sale of cot- 
ton. One large interior market is ** 
rying, as claimed by factors there 
largest stock in history and Amon 
distress. 

Shippers throughout the Western part 
of the cotton belt are pretty well 
stocked, but they seem to be weather- 
ing the storm and hope to 
until the demand picks up. 

5,000,000 Bales to Come. 

Jan. 2, the amount of cottom that had 
come into sight to that date was 9,426,033 
bales, this means that there is yet to 
come forward close to 5,000,000 bales 
of cotton. The into sight movement 
this season runs pretty close to last 
season’s movement. ith a consider- 
able quantity not yet marketed, prices 
depend largely on the ability of holders 
to successfully cope with the waiting 
policy of spinners. 

As planting time will soon begin to 
be a factor in the market, it may be 
that considerable cotton will be pushed 
forward. between now and that time. 
It is generally known that spinners are 
not overstecked with cotton and, al- 
though prices have been rather against 
them for some time, the stocks of yarns 
are not large and business is sufficient 
to keep the farmers in the market for 
cotton. 

Average Price Is Low. 

While the quotation for middling cot- 
ton, between 12% and 13 cents, seems 
high enough, it must be remembered 
that the present crop, over a large ter- 
ritory, is a low grade crop and the 
average price, under . 5 commercial 
differences, is considerably below 
price of middling. The purchasing of 
this low-grade cotton, and the putting 
out of hedges against these purchases, 
has brought about a condition that can 
best be described as bullish. 

The spinner has not bought largely 
of either future contracts or of spot 
cottons and his purchases this late in 
the season are more likely to be of spot 
cottons than of futures, especially 
since a great deal of low- priced cotton

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Handsome and Helpless Grebe Goes 
Way of Egret, When Fashion 
Discovers Beauty of Its Fur- 
Like Breast-Feathers of Ivory 
Gloss—Thousands Slaughtered 
in Week by Plume Hunters and 
Chicks Left to Die, to Gratify a 

Few Months’ Fad. — 


AVING already upon her conscience the practical extermination of the 
egret; lovely woman, in her rage to adorn herself in the spoils of 
humbler creatures’ plumage, has nearly forced the virtual annihila- 
tion of another bird, the beautiful and helpless grebe. This water- 
fowl, rare in the Mississippi Valley and called the helldiyer, or else 
known through one of its poor relations, the mudhen, has the mis- 
fortune to be decorated with white breast feathers of such close 

texture as to resemble ermine instead of plumage, and of a sheen and gloss like fvory. 

Paris some time ago decreed that the grebe’s fur-like breast should be au fait as 
an ornament for hats and as material for muffs and dress trimmings. The fair sex 
joyously accepted fashion’s mandate, as it did when the mother egret’s plumes were 
pronounced the mode in millinery, and woman’s vanity at once set in motion a whole 
sale and heartless slaughter which extended from California to Canada. With infernal 
swiftness the coast lakes, where thousands of grebes once made their colonies and 
reared their pretty chicks, were turned into wildernesses. 

This destruction was the more pitiful in that the grebe, besides its beauty, is one 
of the tamest and most helpless of winged creatures. It is perhaps the easiest of birds 
to kill. With short wings and a heavy body, it is a poor flier, and generations of 
immunity made it unsuspicious of attack. Hunters found it no difficult matter to kill 
several hundreds of them in a day. 

Not the least factor in the tragedy is that. the fad lasted only a few. months, fash- 
ion’s caprice then veering to other whims of ornament. But these few months of 
milady’s deadly patronage were almost sufficient to wipe out an entire race of birds. 

Not long ago, relates a traveler, a colony of perhaps 6000 grebes throve happily 
among the reed beds and narrow channels of the Kalmath Lake region, on the border 
between California and Oregon. At one typical nook a small family paddled in the 
stream, the father with his glistening white breast and silvery gray back swim- 
ming so low in the water that he was scarcely visible, 
and the mother riding somewhat higher in order to 
keep dry the two tiny chicks nestled on her back under 
the protection of her raised’ wings. 

One baby, in spite of maternal remonstrances, slipped 
off the mother’s back and made its way over to the 
father, climbing on his back as he ducked slightly. The 
parent suddenly dived, coming up an instant later, with 
the youngster still clinging to his back and apparently 
enjoying the thrill. 

Two days later, says the narrator, the idyllic scene 
changed. Paris had announced that grebe skins would 
be fashionable hat decorations. Immediately the chance 
of great profits sent crowds of ranchmen, farmers and 
professional hunters into the grebe district, and thous- 
ands of birds were shot down in short order. Two 
hunters within a week turned Lower Klamath Lake 
into a pool of carnage. 

For the backwoods inhabitants of these two states 
the style was as good as a gold mine. The hunters 
were allowed 75 cents for each skin, and consequently 
could make $20 or $30 a day without trouble. Farmers 
found they could go out before breakfast and earn as 
much as they would get for a month’s toil. It seemed 
that the birds disappeared almost at a stroke. 

Expert hunters traveling in small bands made short 
shrift of even the largest breeding grounds. The skins 
need little preparation for the market. The profes- 
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Starvation and torture were the prices paid 


sional picks up the dead bird, severs each wing with a 
blow of an ax, throws the carcas on its belly, and rips 
off the skin down the back from neck to tail. Then 
he jerks the skin loose from the upper part of the bedy 
and severs it at the neck.

little gray chicks, Wwhimpering for the warmth and 
food they would never obtain. 
Because of the incessant raids made upon them, the 


grebes gradually became shyer. Unlike the wary and 
rigorous wild duck, the grebe can mount into the air 
with difficulty. Its only protection is its surprising skill 
at diving, its ability to remain for long periods under 
water and its faculty of swimming so low that it is 
Jifficult to hit with a shotgun. To offset the last handi- 


kap, the hunters used guns which spread their shot 


over an area of several square feet at a distance of 
about 50 yards. 

Towards the last the slayers found it advisable to 
employ blinds, behind which they hid. These were best 
placed among the reed stalks at the edge of some chan- 
nel through which the birds 
obscure nests to the feeding grounds. 

“The best grebe shooting I ever had,” one hunter re- 
lates, “was at Clear Lake, where the birds were ac- 
customed to swim up a narrow slough to feed. I made 
a blind at thé mouth, and as the birds came out, knocked 
cver 84 in rapid succession. 

“As ill-luck would have it, I went short on ammuni- 
tion. The birds were coming thick. I tied a lot of 
dead grebes together until I had a rope which reached 
across the channel so as to keep the rest of the birds 
from coming out. I paddled back to camp for a supply 
of shells, and that morning bagged more than 200 birds.”

use of a cable and I will attach an instru- 

ment to it that will enable vou to do it today.” 


So says Dr. Giuseppi Musso, an electrical 
engineer ard invento:, who has spent $90,000 
and 11 years of his life in perfecting t&e in- 
strument that is to work this revolution. He 
is positive he can prove it. In his laboratory 
at 80 Maiden Lane, New York, Dr. Musso hag 
an “artificial cable, a gigantic instrument 
that represents exactly 3000 miles of such 
cable as is used for transmitting messages 
under the ocean, and to this he attaches the 
instrument he has invented. You go into a 
telephone booth in a room- and someone else 
goes into a similar both in an adjoining 
room. The phones in these booths are con- 
nected by this “artificial cable“ amd you talk 
with each other as freely as if you were tel- 
epboning from one part of St. Louis to an- 
other. The “artificial cable“ has been care- 
fully tested by the electrical testing labora- 
tories and pronounced by their experts to be 
equivalent to 3000 miles of cable. 


It is practical now to telephone about 1000 
miles, but this is over an open wire and not 
over a cable. Few persons who are not elec- 
tricians know that there is a great difference 
between open wire and cable telephoning or 
telegraphing. The open wire circuits run 
ovérhead and are usually set on polés. Their 


wires are bare and are sustained. on glass or 
_ porcelain insulators to prevent the electric 
eurrent from leaking out and ‘passing to the 
ground by way of the poles. The cable cir- 


cuits are wires covered with insulating mate- 
rial and twisted together to form a_rope, 


which is wrapped over again with insulating 


material for external protection. “Cables are 


sometimes stretched overhead, but more gen-

When an electric current is sent into them 
these wires that are assembled to form the 
cables behave very differently from the open 
wires. To understand this difference in be- 


. havior it is necessary to use two technical 


terms: resistance and electrostatic capacity. 
If you want to know exactly what these men, 
look them bes in an electrical handbook; there 
is no space to explain them here; suffice it 


to say that resistance is measured in ohms 
and electrostatic capacity in microfarades. 


‘Now, every electrical circuit has both re- 
sistance and electrostatic capacity. If we 
could eliminate either one of these, long-dis- 
tance telephony would now be ancient his- 
tory. But they both are present simultaneous- 
ly; combined and distributed along the whole 
line. We say that a certain telephone cir- 
cuit has so many ohms resistance and so many 
microfarads capacity per mile. It is just here 
that the difficulty of. telephoning to a long 
distance arises. Fo, although these forces 
are uniformly distr buted over the wire form- 
ing a circuit, the difficulty increases not in 
numerical proportion to the length of the 
wire, but in geometrical proportion. For ex- 
ample, this difficulty may be four times as 
great in one wire as in one of half its length. 

Imagine two telephone circuits exactly the 
same length, made of the same kind and size 
of wire, but one of them “open,” the other 
inclosed in a cable laid underground; the re- 
sistance of one is exactly the same as that 
of the other, but the electrostatic capacity of 
the wire in the cable is much greater than 
that of the open wire, perhaps ten times as 
great. Yet the wires are exactly the same. 
To what, then, is the difference due? It is 
the insulating material around tlie cable wire 
that so greatly increases its electrostatic ca- 
pacity.. To give a, general idea of the amount 
of this difference, it may be said that the effi- 
ciency of a mile of standard cable wire circuit - 
is equal to the efficiency of 14 miles of stand- 
ard open overhead wire line. It is this fact 
that makes 30 miles thé limit within which 
it is possible to telephone satisfactorily over 
a cable; while with open wires it is easy to 
telephone up to 400 miles, and up to 1000 
miles with heavy wire and the addition of 
certain intensifying instruments. Experi- 
ments with open wires have established the 
possibility of telephoning up to 2000 miles, but 
it is still doubtful if a commercial service 


could be made profitable at such a distance, 
for it is neeessary to use wire four times as 
heavy—wire weighing 870 pounds per loop 
mile, for example—and to add many “loading 
coils” to it; these latter being expensive to 
instal and to maintain. Moreover, these ex- 
periments are possible only by the use of 
what electricians call a “phantom circuit,” 
that is to say, a third circuit made out of 
two complete circuits. In other words, two 
lines (four wires) must be used to do- the 
work of one line (two wires). 

Thirty miles is the present limit of telephon- 
ing over a submarine cable, because under 
the sea it is not possible to use such a heavy 
wire or to add “loading coils,” at frequent in- 
tervals. No wonder, then, that the engineers 
have almost given up trying to solve the prob- 
lem of telephoning under the Atlantic, where 
3000 miles of cable must be used. 

Dr. Musso, however, realizing that the limit 
of improving the line had.been reached, de- 
termined to try to improve the current. He 
imagined the electrostatic capacity neutralized 
by a current specially prepared beforehand 
for this specific purpose and he set about to 
find the means of treating the current to 
produce this effect. The result is the appara- 
tus for which three patents have been granted 
by the United State Patent Office. In showing 
it the other day Dr. Musso said: 

While others were trying to improve the 
cable I was devoting my energies to improv- 
ing the eléctric wave. They were treating 
the cable mechafiically, I treat the current 
electrically; they Would improve the road, I 
improve the vehicle. 

“When an electric impulse is generated or 
set directly on a long line or on a cable, the 
electrostatic capacity of the cable* changes 
the current in two ways: First, it affects 
what I may call its magnitude, ‘attenuating 
this more or less according as the cable’s 
capacity is. greater or less; and, second, it dis- 
torts what may aptly be called its form or its 
shape. Consequently the impulse dies out be- 


fore it reaches the receiving end of the cable, 
or it arrives at that end in such enfeebled 


or distorted condition as to be incompetent 
to produce the desired effect. 

“What is necessary, then, is a current

Another American Wild Bird Almost: Wiped Out 


financial returns, did not long remain in the hands of 
ö random individuals. Large concerns were organized to 
conduct it, and some of the fur companies of the 
Northwest, encouraged by the tanneries in San Fran- 
eisco and New Vork. loosed their entire force of hunters 
upon the birds. : 

Some of the professional hunters, recognizing that 
with such systematic slaughter the grebe must soon 
become extinct, attempted to regulate the business and 
: to prohibit the destruction during the breeding season. 
; But the farmers and amateurs, their eyes solely on 
quick profits, could not be restrained, and efforts at 
; regulation disappeared. Oregon passed a statute pro- 
' tecting the grebes, but the field was so large the game 
wardens could not enforce it, and the California tan- 
neries continued to receive daily shipments of skins, 
: only that now the boxes were ingeniously labeled “coy- 
ite hides” 

- It is a fact that, when birds begin to be hunted for 
their plumage, as was shown in the fate of the egret 
and now in the doom of the grebe, there is no pause 
until they are practically wiped out. Mrs. Russell Sage 
bought Marsh Island as a sanctuary for the egret to 


prevent its total extinction by plumage hunters. No 
such friend has as yet come to the aid of the remnants 
of the grebe species, which owe their existence to mi- 
lady’s capriciously tiring of adorning her hats with 
their. breasts. Birdlovers are hoping that the fad will 
not reappear, although the hapless waterfowl would 
have some protection in the new Federal law covering 
the killing of waterfowl, which forbids their slaughter 
between the first of the year and autump 

Not being a game bird and being inedible, the grebe 
escaped hunting until the craze for its feathers began. 
Sportsmen, aspiring to the less facile prey of wild 
geese and ducks, disdained the helldiver and the mud- 
hen, which can with difficulty launch themselves in the 
air and whose only idea of escape is to dodge under 
water. Fashion, at one stroke, uplifted the unfortunate 
bird from this enviable condition of contempt, by set- 
ting a price on its breast. 

The accompanying illustr. “an of a hat trimmed with 
grebe fur is of last year’s mou’. At that time a breast, 
either in its pristine white or dyed, brought about $12 
in a millinery shop, and a wing, these being less in 
demand, brought $9. So that it well paid fashionable

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hat designers to stimulate a fad for grebe plumage, 
for which they had to pay the ‘hunters only 75 
cents. 

There are several species of the grebe in North 
America, differing in size, crest and brilliancy of plum- 
age, but all characterized by aquatic habits, by indif- 
ferent flying powegs, save on their migrations, by oddly 
formed feet and by rudimentary tails. . They make 
their homes on fresh water lakes full of large. reeds 
known as tules, arid build their nests on floating plat- 
forms of reeds which the mother bird can paddle from 
one place of concealment to another. English species 
are called dabchicks and loons, and the proverb, “crazy 
as a loon,” arose from the weird cackle of laughter pe- 
culiar to the species. 

The egret, which is writ with. the grebe in misfor- 
tune’s book, was formerly a habitue of the Mississippi 
Valley. Owing to the depredations of plume-hunters, 
the plume-bearing heron is seldom-seen in this region, 


even in the almost impenetrable swamps of Southeast 


Missouri. The same desolation is ta be found on the 
Pacific Coast Lakes which were formerly thronged 
with grebe settlements.

distorting effects P the electrostatic capacity of the 
cable. To impart this resisting power to the current or 
impulse, a special apparatus is necessary. The current 
passes through this apparatus before being set upon the 
line. What this machine does is to treat the current and 
to transform what I call its physiognomy, so that its 
characteristics are exactly the opposite of those which 
the cable will try to impress upon it. In other words, 
the cable exerts a certain amount of power to distort 
the impulse in a certain direction and my machine gives 
the impulse a corresponding initial distortion in the 
opposite direction. So the current enters the cable 
already distorted and the. distorting power of the cable 
merely straightens it out. 

“These words are not precisely scientific. I should 
put the matter slightly differently if I were describing 
the apparatus for a technical magazine; but the terms 
I should use under those circumstances would probably 


Around the 
be meaningless to those of your readrs who are not 
experts in electrical mathematics. They ought, however, 
to bring home tos persons with -little or no technical 
kn@wledge the method by which this apparatus works. 
What I want you to understand is simply this: That 
the current is changed in character by this machine in 
such a way that it counteracts the effects of the electro- 
static capacity of the cable and instead of dying out be- 
fore reaching the far end arrives there intact, carrying 
the message that your voice impresses upon the dia- 
phragm of the telephone into which you talk.” 

The apparatus of which Dr. Musso was speaking con- 
sists of coils of special design attached to a revolving 
mechanism. To explain it in detail would involve an 
excursion into technicalities and the higher mathematics, 
for which this is not the place. It has been examined 
and tested by some of the greatest electrical experts in 
America, among them Prof. M. Arendt of Columbia Uni-

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versity, Prof. Erich Hausmann of the Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, Brooklyn, and by the testing laboratories. The re- 
ports of these experts maß be summed up by saying 
that the Musso <,aratus quadruples the transmitting 
power of any cable to which it may be attached. This 
means that, according to the inventor’s claim, not only 
does it make telephoning possible to any point in the 
world that can be reached by cable, but that cablegrams 
can be sent four times as rapidly as under the present 
system. 

Dr. Musso was horn at Vado, Italy, in 1867. He v as grad 
uated from the College of Savona and from the University 
of Genoa; served the Italian Government for 15 years in

N foreign and domestic affairs alike the policy . 


pursued during my administration was simple. 
In foreign affairs the principle from which we 
never deviated was to have the nation menue 
toward other nations precisely as a strong, hon 
orable and upright man behaves in n 
with his fellow men. There is no such thing as 
international law in the sense that there is muni: ipal 
law within a nation. Within the nation there is always 
a Judge, and a policeman who stands back of the Judge. 
The whole system of law depends first upon the fact 
that there is a Judge competent to pass judgment, and 


second upon the fact that there is some competent of- 


ficer whose duty it is to carry out this judgment by 
force if necessary. 

In international law there is no Judge, unless the 
parties in interest agree that one shall be constituted; 
and there is no policeman to carry out the Judge's or- 
ders. In consequence as yet each nation must depend 
upon itseif for its own protection. The frightful calami- 
ties that have befallen China, solely because she has 
had no power of self-defense, ought to make it inex- 


cusable in any wise American citizen to pretend to 
patriotic purpose, and yet to fail to insist that the 


United States shall keep in a condition of ability if 
necessary to assert its rights with a strong hand. 

It is folly of the criminal type for the nation not to 
keep up its navy, not to fortify its vital strategic points, 
and not to provide an adequate army tor its needs. On 
the other hand, it is wicked for the nation to fail in 


either justice, courtesy or consideration when dealing 


with any other power, big or little. John Hay was 
Secretary of State when I became President, and con- 
tinued to serve under me until his death, and his and 
my views as to the attitude that the nation should take 
in foreign affairs were identical, both as regards our 
duty to be able to protect ourselves against the strong 
and as regards our duty always to act not only justly 
but generously toward the weak. 

John Hay was one of the most delightful of compan- 
fons, one of the most charming of all men of cultiva- 
tion and action. Our views on foreign affairs coincided 


~gbsolutely; but, as was natural enough, in domestic 


matters he felt much more conservative than he did in 


the days when, as a young man, he was private secretary 
to the great radical democratic leader of the 608, Abra- 


ham Lincoln. He was fond of jesting with me about 


my supposedly dangerous tendencies in favor of labor 
against capital. When I was inaugu-

The presidency is a great office, and the power of the 
President can be effectively used to secure a renomina- 
tion, especially if the President has the support of cer- 
tain great political and financial interests. It is for this 
reason, and this reason alone, that the wholesome prin- 
ciple of centinuing in office, so long as he is willing 
to serve, an incumbent who has proved n is not 
applicable to the p ency. 

Therefore the reason ng on which the anti-third term 
custom is based has no application whatever to an ex- 
President, and no application whatever to anything ex- 
cept consecutive terms. As a barrier of precaution 
against more than two consecutive terms the custom 
embodies a valuable principle. Applied in any other 
way it becomes a mere formula, and, like all formulas, 
a potential source of mischievous confusion. 

Having this in mind, I regarded the custom as apply- 
ing practically, if not just as much, to a President who 
had been seven and a half years in office as to one who 
had been eight years in office, in the teeth of a prac- 
tically unanimous demand from my own party that I 
accept another nomination, and the reasonable certainty 
that the nomination would he ratified at the polls, I 


felt that the substance of the custom applied to me in 


1908. 

On the other hand, it had no application whatever 
to any human being save where it was invoked in the 
case of a man desiring a third consecutive derm. 

Having given such substantial proof of my own re- 
gard for the custom, I deem it a duty to add this com- 
ment on it. I believe that it is well to have a custom 
of. this kind, to be generally observed,

It would be a benighted policy in such 
event to disqualify absolutely from the 
highest office a man who while holding 
it had actually shown the highest capac- 
ity to exercise its powers with the ut- 
most effect for the public defense.

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Stand wind: Se to 
Avoid Consumption. 


HE best way to avoid consumption „ 
is to stand up straight, according 
to The Bulletin of the American 
Medical Association. The writer 

says: 5 
“The first essential in the avoidance of 
tuberculosis of the lungs, or consumption, 
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is to keep the lungs strong, so that if the : - 


germs are breathed they can do-no harm. 


One of the most important things in 
keeping the lungs strong is to keep the 
chest wide open so that the lungs can 
be properly used. If the body is drooped 
or stoops, or if the shoulders are allowed 
to drag forward (round shoulder) or 
if the head is carried forward instead 
of well back over the shoulcers, the chest 
must be flattened, the breathing must be 
shallow, and the lungs, pot being freely 
used, become weak. 

“It is in this type of chest that tuber- 
eulosis usually begins. The consumptive 
is usually narrow-chested, with drooped 
shoulders and with the head craned for- 
While the development of a strong, 
well-formed chest is one of the most 
important factors in preventing tuber. 
eulosis, the same thing is to be desired 
if the disease has once started. Not 
only should we live in the open, but we 
should stand up straight and learn to 
‘throw a big chest,’ so that the lungs 
an grow strong and the fresh air be 
taken in.

The experiments thus far have been 
conducted largely with lamps of high 
candlepower; one of these lamps was 
over 6000 candlepower, with a current 
consumption of 0.5 watt per candle, as 
compared with 1 and 125 watts per can- 
dle in the ordinary tumgsten lamp. This 
means more than twice the light for the 
same energy consumption. Small and 
medium size nitrogen-filled lamps have 
not yet been successfully operated at this 
high efficiency, but it is claimed that the 
ordinary tungsten lamps will give better 
service if filled with nitrogen than if a 
vacuum is used. Hence the announce- 
ment is one of extreme interest to all 
concerned with efficient shop lighting.

LANT growth can be greatly stim- 
ulated by the use of violet rays 
from mercury vapor lamps, says 
a writer in Tit-Bits.

O the end that caneer shall be ex- 
terminated by radium, Alfred I. 
du Pont of Wilmington, Del., and 
Dr. Howard A. Kelly of Johns 

Hopkins University, Baltimore, advocate 
a national institution for treatment of 
the disease. Both the eapitalist and 
the surgeon go farther: they are formu- 
lating plans whereby the United States 
Government shall take over and protect 
all the radium-producing deposits in this 
country aud turn the product over to 
the service of humanity. 

A central institution where radium 
shall be extracted from pitehblende and 
carnotite and where the world’s greatest 
experts shall carry on research work and 
treat patients, as well as branches in all 
important cities, where elinſes may be 
had and radium placed at the disposal of 
physicians, is, briefly, the tentative plan. 

The pitchblende and ecarnotite de 
posits of Europe, from which Mme. Curie 
made her first extractions of radium are 
virtually exhausted.
